Instead the dedense againt my allegation was tliat I could make such alle- 
gations ad iufinitim because I knew more aboutyltlie JFK assassination and its investi- 
gations tlinn anyone working for the FBI. The judge actually accepted that non sequetur.

My perhaps old-fashioned belief is that when either side cobbupts evidence it 
subverts our system of justice.
